Union Fishermen Attack Some of the 
Little Brown Men and Break Their 
Skulls and Arms—Five Thousand 
Japs Swear Vengeance.

VANCOUVER, July &.—[{Excilusive 
Dispatch] There a labor conflict 
with startling possibilities on Fraser 
River tonight. At the fishing hamlet 
of Steveston, fifteen miles from Van- 
couver, are 5000 Japanese, all armed. 
They have started out to catch salmon 
in defiance of the strike edict issued 
by the white fishermen, who have a 
strong union, with ten lodges. The 
Indians, who for twenty years have 
been engaged in catching salmon for 
fifty canneries operating on Fraser 
River, are backing up the whites, and 
the union forces are strongly organ- 
ized. They have 300 patrol boats, each 
with three men, and all are armed 
to the teeth. These will follow the 
Japs at midnight to the fishing 
grounds, and both sides say that before 
daylight a great battle will be fought 
and won, either by union white men 
or by non-union Japs. 

Fifty special policemen were sworn 
in at Steveston tonight, in addition to 
a large staff of officers, but they 
might as wel) have tried to sweep back 
the ocean as to have tried to stop 
elther the Japs from going out, or the 
union men from following. An effort 
was made to induce the Steveston mv- 
nicipal authorities to request the send- 
ing of a militia regiment from Van- 
couver, but it was pointed out that

ing. ‘The union patrol boats followed, 
and ordered every Jap to pull in his 
nets and leave the river. The ma- 
jority of the little men obeyed this 
dictatorial order, but a number re- 
fused. High words were exchanged, 
and then blows, The net result was 
that ten Japanese are in the hospital 
tonight, each with serious injuries. 
Several have fractured skulls, others 
arms broken, and all are badly bruised. 
It was after this conflict that the 
Japanese held a mass meeting in the 
woods near Steveston. Every Jap 
in the district was present, 5000 in all. 
Bitter speeches were made against the 
union men, and after a sensationa] 
scene, all joined hands and vowed to 
revenge the insult offered to their race 
in the afternoon. It was unanimously 
decided, that all present who could pro- 
cure boats would start out tonight, 
each man having a revolver. |

SIIOW GREAT PROSPERITY.

NEW YORK, July 9.—Comptroller of 
the Currency Dawes is quoted by the 
Washington correspondent of the Press 
as saying relative to the condition of 
the national banks of the country: 

“The latest detailed reporte received 
from the national banks of the United 
States indicate an unusually high de- 
gree of prosperity. The condition of the 
national banking system can be taken 
as a practical barometer of the indus- 
trial and commercial condition of the 
country generally. and therefore the re- 
markable showing now being made by 
these institutions indicates clearly that 
every branch of American trade and 
industry is flushed to a correspondingly 


high degree. 

P resources of the banks are 
greater than ever before in the history 
of the national system, and the condi- 
tion of the banks generally is satisfac- 
tory.” 

The present condition of the banks 
stands out in strong contrast against 
the dark background of the condition 
that prevailed some seven or eight 
years ago. In 1893, for instance, the 
record of bank failures was ereached, 
when thirty-eight of the national 
banks went permanently into the hands 
of receivers. During the first six 
months of the present year, only seven 
banks have failed, while during the en- 
tire year of 1900 only five went under. 


PLAGUE KILLING CHINESE 
IN AMOY AND HONGKONG. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Johnson at Amoy, China, reports 
the appenrance of plague at that place, 
two weeks earlier than usual this year. 
His statement is dated May 14. He 
says he has refused to permit Chincse 
steerage passengers to depart for Ma- 
nila and the United States. The spread 
of the plague during the past ten days 
has been rapid and the fatalities most 
appalling. 

“It is my opinion, based on the most 
reliable data from native sources,” 
says the Consul, “that during the 
week just closed there were as many 
as 100 deaths per day in Amoy and 
suburbs. The same condition of affairs 
exists in surrounding cities within 
thirty miles of Amoy.” 

The representative of the marine hos- 
pital service at Hongkong also reports 
the eariler appearance of the disease in 
that city, and a more rapid spread than 
usual. He says that several Euro- 
peans Have been attacked.

NEW YORK, July 8.—Americans who 
fight in the Boer armies and are, or 
have been made prisoners by the Brit- 
ish will have to endure their captivity 
until the close of the South African 
war, says the Herald's Washington 
correspondent. Great Britain has de- 


clined to comply with the request of 


this government to release an Ameri- 
can now confined in the Island of Cey- 
lon, and this refusal will probably prove 
a bar to further representations by the 
State Department in behalf of Ameri- 
cans captured as belligerents in South 
Africa. 

The test case was that of a natural- 
ized American named Morgan, who 
claims residence in Virginia. Lord Mn 
ner, the British High Commissioner in 
South Africa, disapproves of the re- 
lease of foreignera who fought. with 
the Boers. He has announced that a 
person who serves as a belligerent with 
the Boer forces loses his nationality 
and must be treated as an enemy. This 
view is concurred in by the legal offi- 
cers of the State Department. 

The State Department is satisfied, 
from investigation made by the Ameri- 
can consuls and the British authori- 
ties that all reports that the British 
are iil-treating their prisoners are 
without foundation. The only hardship 
that Americans captured in South 
Africa will have to undergo will be that 
of confinement until hostilities cease.

MANILA, July 8.—{By Manila Ca- 
ble.] The United States Philippine 
‘Commission has ordered H. F. Whit- 
marsh, the Governor of Henguet prov- 
ince, to come to Manila and submit 
to an investigation, owing to the alle- 
gation that he has been using his posi- 
tion to his personal advantage in ac- 
quiring land and mining rights from 
the natives. He is at present charged 
with violation of his instructions. The 
commission particularly instructed 
Gov. Whitmarsh to cultivate the 
friendship and protect the interests of 
the Igorrotes, who suffered from 
Spanish extortions and exploitaticns. 

Col. Duval of the Forty-eighth Regi- 
ment, who formerly occupied the prov- 
inces of Union and Henguet, and Dr. 
Kieffer, the regimental surgeon, who 
was prominent in the civil administra- 
tion of the province, complained of 
Gov. Whitmarsh’s methods of admin- 
istering his office. 

The commission is inclined to at- 
tribute the existing feeling to military 
opposition to civilian authority in 
Henguet. Voluntary statements made 
by natives to Commissioner Worcester, 
while on a visit to Henguet, formed 
the basis of the investigation. Gen. 
Hell has forwarded similar allegations 
to Manila. 

Two friars, who were invited to 
Calasiao, province of Pagsanjan, to 
celebrate a holiday, were mobbed. A 
native priest denounced the action of 
the people, whereupon they attacked 
the priest. The friars fied. The na- 
tive papers have since renewed their 
attacks upon the friars.

Officials—Recent Disturbances in the 
Czar’s Domains Make Added Pre- 
caution Necessary.

NEW YORK, July 8.—The St. Pe- 
tersturg correspondent of the Tribune 
writes that it has always required 
many yarcs of red tape to get in or 


out of Russia, but now as 4 result of 


recent disturbances, the process is 
even more difficult. Added precautions 
are being taken where the regulations 
seemed stringent enough befofe. It is 
generally known that the intending 
visitor to Russia must get a passport 
from his government, and that it must 
be viséd by a Russian consul before 
it will be recognized as valid by the 
Russian officials. The passport itself 
costs a dollar or two, the visé a dollar 
more. The tourist fondly imagines that 
all regulations have been complied 
with, and that his passport can be 
used as a ticket of admittance, to be 
shown at the frontier and then packed 
away in a trunk until his return. 

When he reaches the frontier his 
pessport is demanded. at is the 
first requisite and until it has been 
produced and inspected he cannot get 
his luggage examined. Should the 
passport not have the correct visé or 
should it present anything of a sus- 
picious nature to the official who ex- 
amines it, the traveler is detained, and 
perhaps sent back or arrested. If it is 
all right, he is allowed to go on. When 
he reaches the hotel at his first stop- 
ping place he is followed to his room 
by a page, who asks for his passport. 

No sooner-hes the passport been dis- 
posed of thap another boy appears 
with a pape which must be filled out. 
It seems that the minute personal de- 
scription in the passport and its cer- 
tification of.citizenship are not enough. 
The police must have more partic- 
ulars. Perhans it may seem expedient 
to change from one hotel to another. 
The passport is handed back just be- 
fore departure with an added inscrip- 
tion an official seal and some revenue 
stamps. On the bill is an item, any- 
where from forty kopecks to a rouble 
to cover the expense of this additional 

. And this passport demon fol- 
lows you all through Russia; you can- 
not escape from it, and your paper is 
covered with inacriptions and stamps, 
and your pockets are emptied of 
kopecks and roubles. If a delusion 
lingers in your mind that at least you 
will have no trouble in going away 
from the empire, you are harshly un- 
deceived at the frontier, for if your 
document does not contain a special 
permission written acroes the back for 
you to leave Russian soil you will be 
detained until the omission is made. 
You may be arre ted. ‘ 

If the traveler decides to go from 
England or Germany to St. Peters- 
burg by water, the regulations are 
enf in the same way. The 
steamer must stop at Kronstadt. In 
the course of a few hours a launch 
with the customs officials approaches. 
They tie up the hatches with string 
and seal the knots with the Russtan 
eagle. In the cabin the captain and 
steward must make a declaration of 
every movable article on board. includ- 
ing anchors, chains, ropes, boat hooks, 
galley utensils, food, boxes of matches, 
watches and articies of clothing 
everything. If any article has been 
omitted from this declaration, the 
captain is liable to a fine. After the 
customs officials have done their work, 
they embark again in their steam 
launch, leaving a guard to watch over 
the government seals, and there § ts 
another wait for the quarantine om 
cer. After him comes the pilot.

Strange 
to say, no fee is exacted. 

After the passports are handed back 
there comes the ordeal of the custom- 
house. The personal baggage of the 
passengers is dumped in a heap near 
the wharf, and a group of officials toss 
over the contents of each piece. It is 
safe to say that everything is dutiable 
in Ruesla, but travelers who have a 
small amount of luggage are generally 
treated with consideration, and are al- 
lowed to take in a reasonable amount 
of personal belongings without charge. 
Books and magazines are all regarded 
with suspicion, and may be confis- 


jecated if they contain any article re- 


lating to Russia. Tedious as is the 
process of landing under the 1.0st fa- 
vorable circumstances, it would 
nigh impossible to accomplish 
without endless annoyance were the 


wheels not greased each time to the 


tune of about fifty roubles, or $25. 
Every minor official puts his hand be- 
hind his back, and it is expedient to 
place something in it. This sum of 
money must be regularly counted as 
one of the expenses of entering a Rus- 
sian port. 

Passports are now demonded, even of 
the train conductors. who have, for 
years come through from Germany to 
Warsaw. The other day a conductor 


who had long made this run, was not 


allowed to pass the frontier. The cen- 
sorship of the press is continued more 
risidly than ever. In the reading room 
of any hotel, there will be dabs 
officiay black ink over certain para- 
graphs or sections of foreign papers. 
But the censorship is not merely con- 
fined to the press and to book publica- 
tions. All printed matter which en- 
ters Russia is subject to it. and noth- 
ing may be printed within the con- 


fines of the empire till — to 


and avrproved by the censor. is re- 
fers even to business cards. 

American consuls or business men 
may unwittingly send home to have 
circulars printed and sent out. They 
will be held up at the frontier unless 
the printed form shall have been pre- 
viously passed by the censor. This 
probation is necessary before the 
printed matter can de rescued, and 
then it is subjected to a heavy duty. 
REGRETS RETALIATORY ACTION.

Small Creek in Mariposa Mountains is 


Points at Issue Will Interest All 
California. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 8.—The final 
battle in a legal war involving millions 
was begun in the Superior Court today. 
Judye John M. Corcoran of Mariposa 
ia sitting to hear arguments in the case 
of John R. Hite against the Madera 
Canal and Irrigation Company. 

The point immediately at issue is the 
right to use the waters of a smal! 
creek that flows into the south fork of 
the Merced River, high up in the Mari- 
posa Mountains. Upon the adjudication 
of this point depends property inter- 
ests valued at millions. During the 
trial of the case in Mariposa, fourteen 
lawyers were engaged. New and vitally 
important points of law are involved. 

John R. Hite, the nominal plaintiff, 
filed his suit in June, 1900, and the trial 
of the case began early in April of this 
year. The taking of testimony occupied 
twenty-five days. When it came time 
for argument the attorneys agreed to 
hold that proceeding in San Francisco. 
They wanted to be within reach of the 
great law littraries of the city. Some 
idea of the ground to be covered in the 
arguments of counsel may be gained 
from the fact that eight or ten days 
will be consumed by the attorneys in 
summing up the case. 

Vast interests are involved in this 
suit. Behind the plaintiff, John R. Hite, 
is the Crocker-Huffman Land and 
Water Company, which controls a 
large body of areable land in Merced 
county. including the famous Sweet 
Potato belt, where the water in dispute 
is needed for irrigation. On the other 
side is the Madera Canal and Irrigation 
Company and the Madera Sugar Pine 
Lumber Company, operating the larg- 
est sawmilis in the world and distrib- 
uting water for the irrigation of thou- 
sands of acres of land in Madera 
county. The defendants have been in 
undisturbed possession of the water 
supply now in dispute for twenty-five 
years, and as a result an immense acre. 
age of arid land has been reclaimed 


crops of alfalfa a year, in addition to 
other crops. 

Hite claims the waters of Big Creek 
by riparian right, and alleges that the 
diversion has damaged him to the ex- 
tent of $5000. His position is that the 
water is necessary for the operation of 
the mill at Hite's Cove mine below the 
point of diversion. He asks, in addition 
to damages, a perpetual injunction re- 
straining the Madera Canal and Irri- 
gation Company from diverting the 
waters of Big Creek. 

In answer the defendant and the in- 
tervenor claim undisputed use of the 
disputed waters for a period of twenty- 
five years, and assert also greater right 
by reason of greater utility. Evidence 
was produced to show that the divert- 
ing ditch was originally constructed 
with the permission of Hite, with the 
understanding that only 
“waters of the creek should be carried 
off, the remainder being allowed to flow 
into the south fork. 

John R. Hite, the millionaire plain- 
tiff, is not now the owner of the Hite’s 
Cove mine. The famous property was 
sold some months ago to a company 
that is now operating it.

ANTHONY HOWELLS DISCOVERED 
FOR LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 


John L. Zimmerman is Being Urged 
to Withdraw from the Race for Gov- 
ernor and Makes Col. Kilbourne’s 
Nomination Unanimous.

COLUMBUS (0.) July 8-—The out- 
look tonight is that the Democratic 
ticket in Ohio will be headed by Gol.

None of the predicted dramatic 
scenes in the convention will come off. 
John L. Zimmerman is being urged 
tonight to withdraw as a candidate 
for Governor, and to move that Col. 
Kilbourne be nominated by acclama- 
tlon. Under no circumstances will 
Zimmerman accept second place. After 
he gave his ultimatum tonight to the 
many persistent appeals from the Kil- 
bourne men for h.m to accept the nom- 
ination for Lieutenant-Governor, it 
Was practically settled that Anthony 
Howells, who was formerly State 
Treasurer and Consul to Cardiff un- 
der President Cleveland, wil! be nom- 
inated for the second place. 
The platform, as now drafted, will 
say that the money question is set- 
tled, and will demand reformation on 
new issues, notably local and State 
taxation, home rule in municipalities, 
including municipal ownership, and 
opposition to all trusts. There will be 
no definite action taken on the taxa- 
tion plank till tomorrow night, but the 
platform of the conservatives on other 
issues is considered as being sure of 
final adoption.

COLUMBUS (0O.) July 8.—The dele- 
gates and visitors who are assembling 
here for the Democratic State Conven-

Johnson, who was a striking figure 
in Congress, and who, as Mayor of 
Cleveland, is attracting much atten- 
tion now, would have been here at the 
head of the Cuyahoga delegation but 
for the death of his brother last week 
in New York. Johnson represents 
what is called the radical reform“ 
element among the platform-makers, 
and McLean represents the conserva- 
tive element. 

It Was thought that Mayor Sam 
Jones of Toledo would be here to as- 
sist the Johnson men in their 90 
called “new departure” on the plat- 
form, but N. C. Cochran states that 
Mayor Jones would not attend any 
convention or accept any nomination 
from any convention or party. He 
does not believe in conventions or 
parties, but in the initiative and ref- 
erendum. When Jones received 106.000 
votes for Governor two years ago, he 
was on the ticket by direct petition 
from the people. 

The friends of Johnson are denying 
the report, started by Gen. Isaac R. 
Sherwood and others, that there 
would be a “reform ticket“ in the field 
if the conservatives ignored the Cleve- 
land platform, and did not incorporate 
the views of Mayor Johnson in the 
declaration of principles.

TRAGIC FATE OF THE SON OF THE 
AMBASSADOR. 


Prolonged III Health and An Exhaust- 


His Life in the Bathroom of His Syra- 
cuse Home.

SYRACUSE (N. Y.) July 8.—Freder- 
ick D. White, son of Andrew D. White, 
United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, committed suicide at 5:30 o'clock 
this afternoon at his home in this city. 
Prolonged ill-health and.a persistent 
and exhausting nervous disease 18 
given as the only possible explanation 
of his act. 

Mr. White had appeared to be in his 
usual health during the day, and had 
attended to matters of business of the 
management of the White estate. He 
was alone in the house with the ser- 
vants during a part of the afternoon. 
Mrs. White returned shortly after 5 
o'clock, and found Mr. White dead in 
the bath . A bullet from a rifle 
had pass through his brain, and 
death had been instantaneous. No one 
heard the shot. 

Some eighteen years ago, on plet- 
ing his course at Columbia Lad Col- 
lege, Mr. White had a severe attack of 
typhoid fever, from which he never re- 
covered. Stomach and intestinal 
troubles resulted. Later his nervous 
system became weakened, and within 
a few years meurasthema developed. 
About a year ago he suffered a severe 
attack of the complaint. During the 
recent hot spell another attack of the 
disease came on, leaving him in a 
state of acute nervousness. 

Frederick B. White was the only son 
of Ambassador White, and was 42 
years old. He was a lawyer. Much of 
his time in late years had been de- 
voted te the management of property 
owned by himself and his father.

Denver Girl Criminally Assaulted and 
Horribly Mutilated—Her Supposed As- 


sailant Placed Under Arrest.

patch.] While edicts have been issued 


at the demand of foreign powers, or- 
dering the punishment of a few offi- 
cials for the part they took in the anti- 
foreign uprising, other edicts have p- 
peared advancing those who resisted 
foreigners, and giving office to those 
who formerly had merely rank. Post- 
humous honors have been bestowed 
upon a large number of civilians and 
soldiers who were killed in the at- 
tacks on foreigners, their deeds being 
commended by the court. Honors like- 
wise have been, bestowed upon their 
famflies. In this and other ways the 
court still shows the belief that war 
against the foreigners’ was legitimate, 
notwithstanding foreign condemnation 
of the outrageous methods employed. 

Progressive officials are doubtful 
as to what treatment they will receive 
when the court returns. Arrangements 
have been made for the purchase of 
rice, which the court receives as 
tribute from various provinces. This 
rice amounts in value to over $43,000,- 
000 annually. Hereafter it will be 
transferred by steamer and rafiway 
from Peking and Shanghai, instead of 
by Grand Canal. It is expected that 
by this means a large saving will be 
effected, which will accrue to the bene- 
fit of the central government. The 
stipends of the Manchu provinces, 
which some officials propose shall be 
utilized in part payment of the in- 
demnity, will probably continue to be 
paid to usual recipients. They have 
already been partially paid during the 
last five months.

MUTINY AT 
NEW MARKET. 


Some of Mr. Hewes’s 
Tenants Kick. 


Threaten to Move to the 


City’s Corral. 


Ray of Hope for the Solid 
Six, but an Exodus is 
Improbable. 


An incipient mutiny at the new 
Hewes market yesterday morning gave 
the Solid Six of the City Council a 
ray of hope that the empty market 
house at the junction of Third street 
and Central avenue may yet be ten- 
al ted, thus restoring to the city treas- 
ury a source of revenue which has 
been cut off through the Council's 
folly. 

When the Council undertook to force 
the marketmen to move to the new 
site, they were loud in their protesta- 
tions that they would never move, if 
the proprietor of the old site at Ninth 
and Los Angeles streets would pro- 
vide a suitable bullding and accommo- 
dations for them to continue doing 
business at the old stand. Some of 
them went so far as to state that 
$10 a 
month stall rent, rather than move to 
the new city market. 

The public is familiar with the con- 
troversy between the Council and the 
marketmen which led to the building 
of a magniftcent market house by pri- 
vate enterprise to run opposition to 
the new city market. David Hewes is 
the man who stood by the marketmen 
in their fight in oppogition to the Coun- 
cil's — and the improvements made 
for their accommodation represent an 
investment of $12,000, as against the 
less than $2000 which the city had in- 
vested in the old market house on the 
same site. Mr. Hewes figured that 
he could derive a handsome income on 
even so great an investment, if all the 
old stall renters would stand pat in 
their determination not to move. 

The new Hewes market was thrown 
open for occupancy July 1, and nearly 
all of the 223 stalls are now refited, 
but the kicker is getting in his work. 
The trouble has been occasioned by a 
raise of rent by the owner over the 
prices charged by the city for much 
inferior accommodations, 

When Mr. Hewes was asked to build 
he asked the patrons of the old market 
to sign an agreement that they would 
rent of him at prices not leas than the 
city charged, or at rates mutually to 
be agreed upon. When the new mar- 
ket house was nearly ready Mr. Hewes 
took counsel with some or the leading 
stall renters and it was agreed be- 
tween them that $5 a month would be 
a fair price for the stalls inside, of 
which there are sixty, and $3.50 for 
the front rows of outside stalls. This 
is an advance of $1.50 per stall over the 
city rates for space inside the build- 
ing. but the improved conditions, Mr, 
Hewes and many of the marketmen 
themselves’ contend, more than 
worth the difference. * 

But the renters are apparently not 
all of one mind, for an agitation was 
commenced yesterday morning against 
payment of the increase. H. V. Camp- 
bell, who appeared to be the leader of 
the mutiny, went among the renters 
and toid the men that he had heard it 
intimated that Mr. Hewes intended to 
raise the rents still more as soon as 
he thought he had a cinch on 
his tenants and that he would 
eventually charge $10 or more for 
a stall inside the market building. 
He urged the renters to stand together 
in a body to demand a contract from 
Mr. Hewes for a stated period at a 
given rental, otherwise they should all 
move to the new city rket where 
outside stalls could be had for $2.50 a 
month, and those under roof for a flat 
rate of $3. This proposition seemed 
to meet with some favor, and for a 
while Ira Herrington, Mr. Hewes's su- 
perintendent, had quite a clamor about 
his ears, about the new tariff which 
had gone into effect on the first of 
the month. Mr. Herrington did all he 
could to quiet the excitement and to 
assure the tenants that Mr. Hewes 
would deal fairly with all. Some were 
satisfied with the assurances’ given, 
but others continued to agitate, and 
during the day an agreement was 
drawn up by which thirty-five of the 
stall renters pledged themselves that 
they would move to the city market 
unless Mr. Hewes acceded to their 
demands to sizn a contract. 

gol counsel was secured, and a 
form of contract was drawn up. in 
which it was proposed that Mr. Hewes 
should bind himself to rent for five 
years at the following rates: For in- 
side stalis, $4 a month: front rows of 
outside stalls, $3.50; rear rows outside, 
$2.50 per month per stall. When Mr. 
Hewes was waited upon by the legal 
representative of the mutineers with 
this contract, he refused to sign it. 

Mr. Campbell, who was instrumental 
in drawing up the contract, stated last 
night that Mr. Hewes's refusal to sign 
it would not be taken as final. He said 
thirty-five of thé leading stall-renters 
had signed the agr ent to get better 
terms or move, and at least ten others 
had orally pledged themselves to the 
movement. He thought others would 
do so today, and that Mr. Hewes 
would be forced in giving some sort 
of a guarantee that there would be no 
further raise of rent in the near fu- 
ture. Campbell intimated that Hewes 
would kill the goose that laid the golden 
eggs, if he had not already done so. 
He admitted that the present accom- 
modations were much better than thore 
the city provided at the old market. but 
did not think the raise in rent was al- 
together justified. 

Mr. Hewes when seen did not take 
the mutiny seriously. He said there 
had been no agreement that he should 
rent stalls at the same prices that the 
city formerly charged. He had pro- 
vided so much better accommodations 
than he had originally intended, that he 
could not afford to charge less than he 
was now doing. Besides the improved 
conditions would so tncrease the bus!- 
ness of the tenants that they could well 
afford to pay a little more for the ac- 
commodations. His objection to sign- 
ing any contract, he said. for a period 
of years, was that he could be held to 
it. while the renters could not tf they 
chose to quit before the term was up. 
He was willing that any one who was 
dissatisfied and who thought he waa 
not getting his money's worth. should 
move out. As for a general exodus to 
the city’s shed on the Wolfskill tract, 
he did not believe that it would ma- 
terialize. 

“IT have been a landlord on this Coast 
since 1840. said Mr. ewes, “and I 
have never had any trouble in holding 
my tenants. Thie is because I treat 
them well and justly and give them 
their money's worth by keeping my 
property in the best of trim. It is to 
my interest to make my tenants feel. 
satisfied and to assist them in making 


their business pay. for then Il am sure | 


that they will always have the moey 
with which to pay their rent. It ig

THE TRAINED NURSE. 
London Doctor Says She Often Makes 
Patients Nervous—The Oid-fashioned 


Nurse is More Sympathetic. | 


[Philadelphia Record:] In an address 
to a medical society in ae a Lon- 
don physician has noted the disposition 
of American doctors to avail them- 
selves of improvements which relieve 
the profession of much of its former 
drudgery and cares. Here long pre- 
scriptions are seldem written, since it 
ig practicabie to . prescribe palatable 
tablets which offer the best of com- 
binations. By this system the danger 
of mistakes on the part of the physi- 
clan and blunders by apothecaries is 
greatly reduced. Dangerous drugs may 
be given in the form of “diurnules,”’ or 
diurnal tablets, and the doctor need 
not rack his uncertain memory as to 


the maximum dose. The full dose of 


the drug is embraced in twelve tablets, 
one of which may be given every hour, 
two every two hours and so on; and it 
is only necessary not to exceed twelve 
in one day. The visitor further noted 
that while the trained nurse is appre- 
ciated in England, she is not so gener- 
ally 3 as in this country. 
where she has relieved the physicians 
of much care and annoyance. 

It would be idle to challenge 
statement that the trained nurse 
popular in this country. In almost if 
not all American cities the demand for 
nurses exceeds the supply. and in cases 
of severe iliness or where there is no 
orderliness or self-restraint in a house- 
hold the trained nurse is a necessity 
and a blessing. It is undeniable, how- 
ever, that where the patient is a man, 
and not critically il, the typical 
trained young woman is often a source 
of irritation. 

Few men can endure the restraint 
which her presence imposes. She shows 
every mark of having deen cast in a 
mold, and of being entirely artificial. 
Her fixed and regtrained smile indi- 
cates only a stimulated amiability. The 
precision with which her hair is 
brushed back under an impossibly neat 
cap: her noiselers and ghostlike glide; 
her business-like and unfeeling admin- 
istration of drops and powders with 
inhuman regularity and without the 
poesibility of a mistake; her practiced 
look of celestial goodness and super- 
human wisdom—all these are too un- 
like what is looked for from the spon- 
taneous and sympathetic woman of 
the ministering angel kind. To the 
average man who ts not too sick to be 
impressed by his surroundings this fig- 
ure of mechanical perfection is more 
disturbing than would be a tipsy coal 
heaver in the sick chamber. 

So perfect a creature spoils all a 
man's pleasure in sickness. He can 
make no appeal to her sympathy—can- 
not plead for delay when the nauseous 
dose is due. or conduct himself like a 
spoiled child, which is one of the com- 
pensations of iliness to a man. Per- 
haps he may de disappointed, too. 
When a trained nurse is suggested to 
the inexperienced male he may have 
visions of a young woman with human 
qualities whose feelings will be touched 
by suffering; whore gentie hand will 
smooth the pillow and cool the fevered 
brow, and that sort of sentimental 
thing. Only observant and experienced 
wives know how sentimental the most 
practical of men—even a bank presi- 
dent—may be after business hours. 

n the male patient finds himself 
in the hands of a self-contained and 
unimpressionable young woman, as 
exact and methodical and unsympa- 
thetic as a machine and as dead to his 
personality as a wooden Indian, he is 
disposed to be irritable. However effi- 
cient she may be, there are circum- 
stances in Which the trained nurse 
be as oppressive as was the red-

HEAT, CORN, AND COTTON. 

It is estimated that the wheat 
crop of the United States for the cur- 
rent year will aggregate more than 
700,000,000 bushels, exceeding the to- 
tal for the record year, 1898, when the 
yield aggregated about 675,000,000 
bushels. With the exception of 1898, 
the crop of last year, which amounted 
to about 550,000,000 bushels, was the 
largest ever produced. The reports 
received by the Department of Agri- 
culture from all parts of the country 
are extremely favorable for this sea- 
son, and the returns of the harvest, 
so far as received, have fuliy borne 
out the favorable advance reports. 


It is, of course, too early in the 
season to forecast, with anything like 
approximation to accuracy, the total 
of the corn crop; but there is every 
indication that this crop will also be 
a large one—sufficiently large, perhaps, 
to exceed all previous records. 


The outlook for the cotton crop is 
less favorable than that for corn and 
wheat, but is far from discouracing, 
though in some States the crop will 
probably be rather light. The monthly 
report of the statistician of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for June 
shows the average condition of cotton 
on June 25 to have been 81.1, as com- 
pared with $1.5 on the 20th of the pre- 
ceding month, 75.8 on July 1, 1900, 
and 87.8 at the corresponding date in 
1899, The average for the past ten 
years is 86.3, and that for fifteen 
years past is 87.5. The condition of 
the crop in the principal cotton-grow- 
ing States is reported as follows: 
North Carolina, 77; South Carolina, 
70; Georgia, 72; Florida, 78; Ala- 
bama, 80; Mississippi, 83; Louisiana, 
84; Texas; 86; Arkansas, 84; Tennes- 
see, 85; Oklahoma, 91; Indian Terri- 
tory, 88. During the month of June 
there was an improvement of two 
points in Texas, three points in Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory, four in Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and seven Tennessee. 
There was a decline, the other 
hand, of eight points in Georgia and 
Florida, and of ten points in North 
Carolina and South Carolina. The re- 
port says that “the gravity of the sit- 
uation is greatly increased in North 
and South Carolina, in Georgia and in 
other States to some extent by a 
scarcity of labor: a fact which indi- 
cates unusual activity in other indus- 
tries. A redeeming feature of the sit- 
uation is the probability that if the 
crop be materially leas than the av- 
erage, better prices will be realized. 


Wheat, corn and cotton are the three 
great staple agricultural products ot 
the United States, and it may be set 
down as an almost invariable rile 
that when these three products show 
a large yield and command good 
prices in the markets, a prosperous 
year for all classes of business may 
confidently be anticipated. It is quite 
true that our industries have become 
so Vast and so diversified that far less 
dependence is placed upon the opera- 
tions and the fruits of agriculture 
than formerly. But there is no get- 
ting away from the fact that agricul- 
ture is the basis of all industrial ac- 
tivities and the foundation of all 
wealth. Therefore, as a broad propo- 
sition, when agriculture prospers 
other lines of business prosper, and 
when agriculture languishes all other 
kinds of business languish. This ts 
not, of course, an inflexible rule, but 
is rather a generalization, which will 
nevertheless hold good in the major- 

For several years we have had good 
crops in most of the more important 
agricultural products. It is a source of 
gratification to learn that the present 
prospects are favorable for a contin- 
uance of conditions which have been 
80 pronounced a factor in the pros- 
perity which this nation has enjoyed 


of late years. 


HE RAILROADS PROSPEROUS. 

In the Railway Age for July 5 is 
published an article showing the re- 
ceiverships and foreclosures in the 
railway business for the six months 
ended June 30 of the present year. 
That journal aptly expresses the 
opinion that the once flourishing 
business of railway receiverships is 
threatened with extinction,” and the 
figures which it submits seem to bear 
out the assertion most completely. 
Thus far this year only three small 
roads, having but sixty miles of track 
in the aggregate, have been placed in 
the hands of receivers on account ot 
having failed to meet their obliga- 
tions. These are the Little Kanawha, 
in West Virginia, with thirty miles ot 
road; the Mount Airy and Eastern (a 
narrow-gauge road in course of con- 
struction in North Carolina.) fifteen 
miles, and the Sylvania Railroad in 
Georgia, with fifteen miles of track. 
The first two of the roads named are 
enterprises not yet completed, and 
“the last was built many years ago, 
chiefly by the Central Rallroad of 
Georgia, which apparently proposes 
now to aequire title. The capitaliza- 
tion and bonded debt of none of these 
roads is a matter of public record,“ 
adds the Railway Age, “but the en- 
tire investment probably represents 
less than $1,000,000." 

The above facts are all the more 
significant in view of the statement 
that the record of receiverships for 
the first six months of last year 
showed nine roads, with 978 miles of 
track, and with bonds and capital 
stock aggregating $56,000,000. For the 
entire year 1900 the receiverships 
numbered sixteen, with 1165 miles of 
track, and a total investment of 578. 
000,000. It is thus apparent that 
the receivership business js not at all 
in a flourishing condition, and that the 
railway business proper is correspond- 
ingly prosperous. This is the frst 
time in twenty-five years that the 
Railway Age has not found the semi- 
annual statistics of failures sufficient 
for tabulation. : 

The record of foreclosures is almost 
equally as significant as that of receiv- 
erships. Most of the foreclosures 
were in the way of “clearing up the 
wreckage of former years of insolv- 
ency.” There were nine sales of roads 
during the first six months of 1901, 
covering an aggregate of 437 miles of 
track and $32,389,000 of securities. 
This is indeed a favorable showing, 
especially in comparison to the first 
six months of 1900, when the fore- 
closures covered seventeen roads. 
with 2400 miles of track and invest- 
ments amounting to $125,000,000. 

A few years ago about half of the 
railroads in the country were in the 
hands of receivers. In common with 
about every industry save that of the 
Sheriff they have felt the mighty im- 
pulse of reviving enterprise and grow- 
ing confidence. As other lines of in- 
dustry have prospered, so have the 
railroads; which is as it should be, 
provided they do not get more than 
their fair share of the profits. |

LOS ANGELES, July 8.—{To the Ed- | 


itor of The Times:] I have seen an 
interview with Dr. José in your issue 
of the 7th inst. about the government 
of the State of Sonora, which in the 
interests of truth and justice I desire 
to correct. May say that I have lived 
for six years in that State,.and per- 
haps understand political conditions 
there. I will take the interview point 


sillo. The town is much the same as it 
always has been. Instead of 5000 people 
leav eng there have left some 500 or 600, 
and as employment agent for the com- 
panies who have required these men I 
ought to know. 

Business interests of all American, 
English and other foreign companies 
always have been and are perfectly 
safe. Ask the Minas Prietas companies 
ard the Sonora Railroad. They prob- 
ably are not very much concerned. 

As regards questions of stealing by 
officials, these are vague tales which 
have never been proved, and as re- 
gards the names mentioned I do not 
believe the allegations. With respect 
to Don Rafael Izabal, we foreigners in 
Sonora know him to be a perfect gen- 
tleman and statesman in every sense 
of the word. As to the army of 14,000 
men, we have some 300 or 400 in Her- 
mosillo and I doubt if there are even 
6000 troops ergag.d in the Tac war. 

The article says that there is a tax 
of 20 per cent. upon sales. This is not 
true. The tax is 2 per cent. plus 30 per 
cent. upon the 2 per cent. to the Fed- 
eration, or 2.6 per cent. in all. I do not 
Lélieve that there are forty-one big 
merchants in Hermosillo and it is very 
certain that twenty-four have not 
closed their stores. It is certain that 
various seditious pecple have been put 
in jail for disturbing the peace, and 
they richly deserved it. As to inter- 
ception of mail, this is imposs:ble, as 
the mails are under the control of the 
Federation, not of the State. The most 
amuring part of the interview is the 
allegation that President Diaz knows 
nothing of the situation. 

All the talk about people being shot 
and Yaqui Irdiins beirg charged with 
it, is pure maiignancy. 

The truth of the whole matter is that 
there have been two or three bad years 
in Sonora, owing to failure of the rains 
and to the natural reaction from a 
boom; further there is a party of op- 
positionists, who, in a legitimate way, 
think that the present government has 
been too long in power, and who are 
taking the proper constitutional means 
to have their men put in. The result 
is that business is certainiy slow in the 
State, but there are no such grave 
questions as your correspondent  al- 
leges, nor will there te. 

In my opinion, and in the opinion 
of most cf all the foreign eiement in 
Hermesillo, the Sonora government is 
a good government according to its 
lights and the corditions of the coun- 
try. This is the first time that I have 
ever sa da word as to politics in Vecx- 
ico, and it will probably be the last. 
but I feel that it is necessary to rebut 
and nail down such unjustifiable and 
inaccurate statements as came from 
Dr. José, for they are calculated to 
do harm to the State and to the va-

FIRE PLUGS COMING. 
SHARP LETTER BRINGS THEM. 
As the result of a sarcastic com- 

munication to the Council yesterday on 


try. several sections of the city wan 

get better fire protection from the ad-

‘far that the Fire Chief is instructed 
to locate twenty-four new fire plugs in

The matter was started by a com- 
munication from E. P. Kitutesen and 
several other residents Hving on West 
Jefferson street, west of Western ave- 
nue, in which they stated that they 
could not see any advantage in ‘iving 
in the city; although they paid city 
taxes they had no police protection, 
no water for fire protection, no street 
lights, no street sprinkling, and no 
mail delivery. At least, they wanted 
street sprinkling and also a few street 
lights, so they could take care of the 
footpads in their own way. 

This letter aroused Councilman 
Bowen, who made a speech on the ne- 
cessity of fire piugs in the district re- 
ferred to, and made a motion that ten 


| be put in where the Fire Chief should 


designate. Councilman Allen concluded 
the Sixth Ward needed as many, and 
amended the motion to that effect. 
Then Councilman McLain wanted some 
for the Second Ward, and on figuring 
up the cost Bowen thought the city 
could not stand it at present, and cut 
down his demand for seven new plugs 
in the Fifth and Sixth wards. After it 
was agreed that the Chief should locate 
these, McLain got his motion passed 
for ten fire plugs in the Second ward, 
where he said there are now only six. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 
SUPERINTENDENT ASKS ADVICE. 

The Councilmen yesterday shifted the 
street-sprinkling onus from the Street 
Superintendent, and it is now for them- 
selves to make all souls happy. They 
are sufficiently amused, however, over 
the fix they are in with regard to the 
sewage-water irrigation question, 
which bas put them between the devil 
and the deep sea, or rather the Board 
of Health and the irrigators. While 
they were still struggling with this 
problem the Street Superintendent 
came at them with the following com- 
munication: 

“To the Honorable City Council—Gen- 
tlemen: I hereby desire to call your 
attention to the manner in which the 
streets are sprinkled. I have repeatedly 
called the contractor's attention to the 
matter, both sonally and through 
my inspector. 5 office is deluged with 
complaints from property-owners, who 
complain that their streets are either 
not sprinkled daily, nor oftentimes for 
weeks. This very morning I had a 
complaint from a property-owner on 
Fifth street, between Burlington and 
Bonnie Brae streets, stating that said 
street had only been sprinkled once in 
five months. 

“The territory covered by my in- 
Spector is very large, and he is very 
often compelled to make the property 
owners wait a day or two before he 
can investigate the complaints per- 
sonawly. I would desire instructions in 
this matter before proceeding any 
further. Yours, etc., |

C. Donald Lowrie of Boston on Trial, 
With Mrs. A. R. Allen a3 Prosecuting 
Witness—Positive Identification—De- 
tendant Former Harvard Student.

C. Donald Lowrie, a young man of 
apparent culture and good breeding, is 
on tria! in the criminal court, charged 
with burglary. His home is in Boston. 
He is college-bred and at one time was 
a student in Harvard. His old mother 
is furnishing means to defend him. 
Against the young man are pending 
two burglary charges in this county. 
He is also wanted in San Diego for 
similar offenses, and Detective Flam- 
mer stood ready to “nab” him again, 
should he be acquitted here. From all 
that can be learned he has heretofore 
borne a good reputation; at least the 
authorities can find no prison record 
against him. 

The person now on trial is about 25 
years old. He dresses neatly and is of 
scholarly appearance. 

The complaining witness against him 
is Mrs. A. R. Alien, an oll broker's 
wife, whose residence was burzla:ized 
on the night of February -a cold. 
dark, drizzling Sunday night, while 
she was away visiting a daughter. At 
that time she was living at the corner 
of Burlington avenue and Seventh 
street. When she returned home a 
little after 8 o'clock that night, it was 
to behold her house in great disorder 


silver, jewelry and wearirg apparel, 
valued at about $100, had been stolen.

Thirty-one New Hands 
in Laundry. 


Important. Increase of 
Skilled Help.

Drivers Alienated from the 
the Union—Proprietors 
Stand Together. . 


The happiest place in town yesterday 
was the Troy Laundry. Despite the 
assertion of the trouble-makers’ organs 
that the Troy was weakening, and on 
the point of capitulating to the union, 
the Troy was stronger than at any 
time since the strike. ! 

Thirty-one additional employés com- 
menced work there yesterday morning, 
and thereby a department of the laun 
Iry was opened which had been closed 
since the inauguration of the trouble. 
Of the thirty-one people ten are expe- 
rienced laundry workers. and five are 
union members, who have renounced 
their allegiance to the agitators. 

Manager Kiefer of the Troy said yes- 
terday afternoon: “We will stand out 
against the union. There is no alter- 
native. I cannot say that we are run- 
ning full force, for we are not, but 
every day shows an improvement. We 
are a great deal better off than we 
were a few days ago, and within the 
next month we will be in as good run- 
ning order as we ever have been. We 
unite with the other laundries in not 
recognizing the union in any way. 

“The claim that we cannot operate 
with inexperienced hands is ridiculous. 
We have quite a large number of laun- 
dry workers in the place, and it is only 
a question of a few days until we can 
teach the inexperienced to do the work. 

“A majority of the experienced laun- 
dry hands in Los Angeles have learned 
their business in this laundry, and we 
can easily train others.” a 

The expressions of Mr. Kiefer are 
echoed by the laundry proprietors, and 
all assert that it is ly a matter of 
brief inconvenience before all laun- 
dries will be in as good order as before 
the strike. 

Mr. Fay of the Empire laundry said: 
‘We absolutely will not take back a 
union member to work in this laundry. 
Any of our former girls can secure sit- 
uations which are now not satisfactor- 
ily filled, but they must leave the 
unſon in order to come K. As to 
the fine threatened for any one who 
jeserts, we will take care of that. 
Every day shows an improvement in 
our operation, and we are 100 per cent. 
better off today than a week ago. We 
are getting out our bundles in fairly 
good shape now, and in a few days will 
be in as good running order as ever.” 

The laundry proprietors are deter- 
mined to resist the agitators to the 
last, and each one is assisting the 
others. Yesterday several laundries 
furnished the Troy with experienced 
hands to help open the upstairs depart- 
ment, and this spirit has dominated all 
their movements since the strike com- 
menced. 

An additional number of employés 
who affiliated themselves with the 
union have renounced their allegiance 
and returned to work. 

NO QUESTION OF HOURS.

Howland was the 
pace-maker for the sewer irrigators, ' 
and he preached a long sermon on the | 
injustice of depriving the sewer people 
of their alleged rights to the water. 
He said they had given the city the 
right of way for the present sewer and 
were to have the use of the water for 
such privilege. No written contract | 
had ever been drawn up, however. In 
former years they had received pure | 
water, but this had been gradually 
cut off until now the tirrigators had 
nothing but sewer water, which they 
would giadly trade off for good water. 
They now want something wet until 
the winter rains set in or their water 
wells are bored. 

George P. Adams, who lives down 
in the sewer district and who appeared 
for the anti-sewer-water residents in 
his section, was the star performer on 
the bill. He began by offering a pro- 
test signed by 122 people who object 
to sewer irrigation.. Their main objec- 
tion is that they live down where they 
get the first chance at all the vast ag- 
Sregation of smells which arise at 
Hight from the sewer-irrigated lands. 
“It is true,” said he, “that Billy Dunn 
Aid represent the City Attorney's of- 
fice at the time the sewer right of way 
Was granted for nothing, but he was a 
politician and probably ‘worked’ the 
people down there.” Continuing, he de- 
clared that if the Councilmen did not 
think that neighborhood unhealthy ' 
they should go down there and stay 
awhile. All of the houses in the neigh- 
borhood must be closed at night to 
keep out the flerce atmosphere, no mat- 
ter how hot the weather is, he said. 

William Bosbyshell. for the sewer ir- 
Trigators, followed with a speech, in 
which he made the statement that the 
health of the city is better now than 
before the sewer water was ured. R. 
D. List added that the fumes that smell 
so loud come from tiie settling cham- 
ber at Agricultural Park, and How- 
land, in his second address, remarked 
that if Mr. Adams would arise some 
night and follow those smells he would 
wind up at the settling chamber. 

Mr. Adams thought not. “How is 
it,” he asked, “that if you go a mile 
below the settling chamber facing a 
strong breeze from the southwest you 
find smells that would drive you 
crazy?’ None of the sewer people 
could crack that nut, and the whole 
subject was passed along by referring 
it to the committee of the whole, to be 
considered after the regular session. 

President Powers wanted the matter 
determined at once, for it had been 
passed back and forth long enough. 
Counciimen Pierce and Todd said they 
would not stand for this “snap busi- 
mess,” for they said they could not 
vote intelligently on it, and suggested 
that the Council should examine the 
territory. It was finally decided to 
consider the matter at a special meet- 
ing to be held on Thursday. 

A visit to the sewer district will be 
made by some the members of the 
Council tomorrow. 


UNION SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 
LAUDER WANTS ONE. 

Not satisfied with having a useless 
public market, another scheme was 
proposed yesterday in the Council for 
a “union slaughter-house.” This was 
fathered by Councilman Lauder. who 
wanted the city to establish and main- 
tain such an institution. President 
Powers declared he was not in favor of 
interfering with the business of the 
packing-houses.

FIRE PLUGS COMING. 
SHARP LETTER BRINGS THEM. 
As the result of a sarcastic com- 

munication tq the Council yesterday on 
the disadvantiggs of living in the ccun-* 
try. several of the city will 
get better fire protection from the ad- 
dition of more fire plugs. The matter 
is not settled yet, but it has gone so 
far that the Fire Chief is instructed 
to locate twenty-four new fire plugs in 
the Second, Fifth and Sixth wards. 

The matter was started by a com- 
munication from E. P. Knutesen and 
several other residents living on West 
Jefferson street, west of Western ave- 
nue, in which they stated that they 
could not see any advantage in ‘iving 
in the city; although they paid city 
taxes they had no police protection, 
no water for fire protection, no street 

ghts, no street sprinkling, and no 
mail delivery. At least, they wanted 
street sprinkling and also a few street 
lights, so they could take care of the 
footpads in their own way. 

This letter aroused Councilman 
Bowen, who made a speech on the ne- 
cessity of fire plugs in the district re- 
ferred to, and made a motion that ten 
be put in where the Fire Chief should 
designate. Councilman Allen concluded 
the Sixth Ward needed as many, and 
amended the motion to that effect. 
Then Councilman McLain wanted sume 
for the Second Ward, and on figuring 
up the cost Bowen thought the city | 
could not stand it at present, and cut 
down his demand for seven new plugs 
in the Fifth and Sixth wards. After it 
Was agreed that the Chief should locate 
these, McLain got his motion passed 
for ten fire plugs in the Second ward, 
where he said there are now only. six. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 
SUPERINTENDENT ASKS ADVICE. 


The Councilmen yesterday shifted the 
street-sprinkling onus from the Street 
Superintendent, and it is now for them- 
selves to make all souls happy. They 
are sufficiently amused, however, over 
the fix they are in with regard to the 
sewage- water irrigation question, 
which bas put them between the devil 
and the deep sea, or rather the Board 
of Health and the irrigators. While 
they were still struggling with this 
problem the Street Superintendent 
came at them with the following com- 
munication: 

“To the Honorable City Council—Gen- 
tlemen: I hereby desire to call your 
attention to the manner in which the 
streets are sprinkled.

This very morning I had a 
complaint from a property-owner on 
Fifth street, between Burlington and 
Bonnie Brae streets, stating that said 
street had only been sprinkled once in 
five months. 

“The territory covered y in- 
spector is very large, and he is very 
often compelled to make the property 
owne wait a day or two before he 
can investigate the complaints per- 


sonawly. 1 would desire instructions in 
this matter before -. proceeding any 
further. Yours, etc.,

OLLEGE-BRED MAN 
ALLEGED BURGLAR. 


ACCUSED OF BREAKING INTO 
WESTLAKE RESIDENCE. 


C. Donald Lowrie of Boston on Trial, 
With Mrs. A. R. Allen az Prosecuting 
Witness—Positive Identification—De- 
fendant Former Harvard Student. 


C. Donald Lowrie, a young man of 


on trial in the criminal court, charged 
with burglary. His home is in Boston. 
He is college-bred and at one time was 
a student in Harvard. His old mother 
is furnishing means to defend him. 
Against the young man are pending 
two burglary charges in this county. 
He is also wanted in San Diego for 
similar offenses, and Detective Flam- 
mer stood ready to “nab” him again, 
should he be acquitted here.

Thirty-one New Hands 
in Laundry. 

Important Increase of 

Skilled Help.

Drivers Alienated from the 
the Union— Proprietors 
Stand Together. 


The happiest place in town yesterday 
was the Troy Laundry. Despite the 
assertion of the trouble-makers’ organs 
that the Troy was weakening, and on 
the point of capitulating to the union, 
the Troy was stronger than at any 
time since the strike. 

Thirty-one additional employés com- 
menced work there yesterday morning, 
ahd thereby a department of the laun 
Iry was opened which had been closed 
since the inauguration of the trouble. 
Of the thirty-one people ten are expe- 
rienced laundry workers. and five are 
union members, who have renounced 
their allegiance to the agitators. 
Manager Kiefer of the Troy said yes- 
terday afternoon: “We will stand out 
against the union. There is no alter- 
native. I cannot say that we are run- 
ning full force, for we are not, but 
every day shows an improvement. We 
are a great deal better off than we 
were a few days ago, and within the 
next month we will be in as good run- 
ning crder as we ever have been. We 
unite with the other laundries in not 
recognizing the union in any way. 
“The claim that we cannot operate 
with inexperienced hands is ridiculous. 
We have quite a large number of laun- 
dry workers in the place, and it is only 
a question of a few days until we can 
teach the inexperienced to do the work. 
“A majority of the experienced laun- 
dry hands in Los Angeles have learned 
their business in this laundry, and we 
can easily train others.” . 
The expressions of Mr. Kiefer are 
echoed by the laundry proprietors, and 
all assert that it is only a matter of 
brief inconvenience before all laun- 
dries will be in as good order as before 
the strike. 

Mr. Fay of the Empire laundry said: 
‘We absolutely will not take back a 
union member to work in this laundry. 
Any of our former girls can secure sit- 
uations which are now not satisfactor- 
ily filled, but they must leave the 
union in order to come back. As to 
the fine threatened for any one who 
deserts, we will take care of that. 
Every day shows an improvement in 
our operation, and we are 100 per cent. 
better off today than a week ago. We 
are getting out our bundles in fairly 


d shape now, and in a few days will 


be in as good running order as ever.” 

The laundry proprietors are deter- 
mined to resist the agitators to the 
last, and each one is assisting the 
others. Yesterday several laundries 
furnished the Troy with experienced 
hands to help open the upstairs depart- 
ment, and this spirit has dominated all 
their movements since the strike com- 
menced. 

An additional number of employés 
who affiliated themselves with the 
union have renounced their allegiance 
and returned to work.

Three Hundred People Killed by Land- 
slide and Flood— Convent Imprisons 
Women Who are Kidnaped.

TACOMA (Wash.) July 8.—Canton 
advices by the steamer Braemer give 
details of the loss of 300 lives by land- 
slide and flood, occurring at Lungkeng 
in June. The landslide was caused by 
a tremendous earthquake, which unset- 
tled land and sea. There were many 
crashes resembling thunder, and it be- 
came very dark. 

Native accounts state that a great 
flood of water poured out of the moun- 
tains, carrying everything béfore it.

Pflirrmann is like a snail; he carries 
his jail with him. 

The Liquor Dealers’ Association, for 
whom he is the scapegoat, wished to 
get out a habeas-corpus writ for the 
delectation of the Supreme Court. The 
court could not very well call upon 
the Chief of Police to “produce tne 
body” unless the Chief had Pffirrmann, 
so the saloon-keeper had to surrender 
himself without bail to the tender 
mercies of the police. 

Under the circumstances, it was ge- 
cided not to make him go into a cell. 
He was supplied with a shadow in the 
shape of a special policeman, and was 
allowed to go where he pleased.
